to unfit the soil for other plants so much as the 
buckwheat plant does. Buckwheat is grown from 
year to year on the same ground without manure. 

Indian corn, too, may possibly be an exseption to 
the general rule, for that noble crop dves well for 
twenly years in succession on the same ground ; 
and though we do not choose to plant it two years 
in succession, it is not because we fear a failure of 
the harvest, but because we lack the manure that 
must be used whenever corn is planted, When the 
soul is new and so rich as to need no manure, cora 
is now grown for many years in succession. 

Thus the settlers of the valley of the Mohawk 
told us they had good harvests of corn from the 
same fields for sixteen years in succession, and

REMINISCENCES. 

Mr. Eorror—Dear Sir,—My first call at the 
office of the Massachusetts Ploughman, and econ- 
sequently leaving a copy of the ‘* Farmers’ 
Every Day Book,’’ was a mere accident, going 
there instead of the New England Farmers’ Ot- 
fice by mistake, and then Mr. Cole advising me 
to make the acquaintaace, which I am doing 
pretty thoroughly, for | have written you one no

Such facts 
are encouraging, and point out the wisdom of 
bringing these exhibitions near to the doors of 
the farmers in order to draw them out; when 
once engaged, they are commonly very ready to 
keep on. 

1 was present at both fairs in this county, the 
first being held at Clyde. Heretsad at the ither 
places which were visited, | was under great ob- 
ligations 1 the officers and members of the soci- 
eues, who drove me about the country in various 
directions to a great extent, and who also aided 
nh every way the obtaining of information. 

From Clyde | made a day's circuit of nearly 
40 miles, in company with Mr. Joseph Watson, 
ihe excellent president of the Wayne county so- 
ciety. Our journey was through a section of the 
county wihiea is for the most part new ; where 
in many places the siwimps show that the hand of 
man has but recently let in the light of day toa 
virgm soil. Here as m mest other parts of this 
ceutral region, plank roads are stretching in every 
direction, ang are affording very great faciliues 
im access to markets and in the case of transpor- 
tauon ; thus invelving a consequent saving of 
expense, to all who have occasion tu use them.

GRAPE CUTTINGS—GRAFTING, &c. 


Ma. Eorror,—Having often noticed your pa- 
tience when troubled with inquiries about farm- 
ing, and your promptness to reply, I have 
thought to trouble you with a few queries about 
the Grape-vine. Can it be grafted with any 
chance of success? If so, when is the best time 
for grafting and cutting the scionst Ought they 
not te be eat before the sap ascends in the 
spring! INQUIRER.

O>> It is so easy to propagate the grape by cut- 
tings and by layers that horticulturists have not 
usually resorted to grafting to spread their favor- 
ite fruits oa common stocks. Yet some have done 
it, and they tell us there is no drfficulty in making 
the scions live. 

Scions shoald not be cat in the spring for they 
bleed too much—so much as to prevent their at- 
taching well to the stock on which they are set. 
Were we to set about the grafting of grape vines 
we should cut the grafisin December and bury 
them in sand in the cellar to be kept there till next 
May.

Cauirornia ann Russian Gotv. According 
to the last aecounts received from the United 
States, the quant'ty of gold which had been re- 
ceived from California amounted to rather more 
than 25,000,000 dollars, or £2,000.000. It 
would be a moderate calculation to say, that the 
gold which had been exported to China, to the 
Seuth Sea Islands, to Australia, and to all other 
places, and that which remained on hand at San 
Francisco on the Lst of July, was equal to one- 
fifth of what had been actually received in the 
United States, which would make the entire pro- 
duction of gold in California £6,000,000 in little 
more than eighteen months; and knowing how 
scant the population was during the earlier part 
of the period compared with the latter part, the 
least proportion of that sum that we can suppose 
to have been produced during the last entire year 
is £4,500,000. The last year for which we 
have authentic official accounts of the production 
of Siberia and the Ural Mountains is 1846. For 
Seven years prior, the production had been rapid- 
ly increasing. From 1840 it bad risen from 585 
poods to 1,725 poods in 1846. Since then we 
have no reasun to believe that the production has 
not been fully maintained, Butas there is a duty 
of 20 to 25 per cent. levied by the Government 
on the produce, it is well known thatthe actual 
quantity obtained considerably exceeds the official 
quantity returned. The calculation which has 
always been made on this score is, that the real 
quantity is at Jeast 20 per cent. larger than the 
declared quantity. At this rate, the value of the 
gold produced in Russia in 1846 was £4.232.,- 
809. Therefore, between California and Russia, 
the two comparatively new sources of supply, 
we cannot estimate the present annual produce 
of gold at less than £8,500,000. How long this 
rate of production will continue, is, however, as 
yet a very doubtful question. [London Econo- 
mist.

ARRIVAL OF THE ATLANTIC. 


FOUR DAYS LATER FROM EUROPE. 











The steamer Atlantic, Capt: West, arrived at 
New York on Tuesday. : 

The Ailaotie did not leave Liverpool until 3 
«clock in the afiernoon of the 30th alt. 

‘The Auantic ran into a schooner on Monday 
hight, about fity miles south of Sandy Hook. 
It was not ascertained what damage kad heen 
sustained. ‘The pilot boat W. J. Romer was 
left to render assistance. 

Our English papers are to Wednesday, Oct. 
30th, inclusive, 

The Cambria arrived at Liverpool about 3 
o'clock on the afternoon of Oct. 27th. 

Rev. Dr. Ullathorne has been officially install- 
ed Roman Bishop at Birminghamw. Rev. Dr.

In the cellars of Barclay, Perkins & Co., the 
large brewers of London, are 116 huge vats, 
containing beer ready for sale, the average of 
which contain 2000 barrels of 36 gallons each, 
and the largest 3400 barrels making about 232,- 
000 barrels of beer always on hand. . 

It is said ahat among the claims, satisfaction 
for which was demanded by Lord Palmerston 
from the Portuguese Government, 18 one on be- 
half of Dr. Kally, for two thousand eight hun- 
dred and seventy four pounds sterling, for loss of 
practice as a physician, and for the burning of 
his house.

Advices from Paris are that a division of 
Prussian troops had marched into the territory 
of Hesse Cassel on Saturday October 26. The 
Austro-Bavarian army was on the frontier, 
awaiting instrggtions from Vienna. Although 
these movements appeared to threaten a collision 
between Prusaia and Austria, it: was believed 
that nothing of the kind would oceur pending 
the conf-rence now holding at Warsaw by the 
Emperor of Russia, the Emperor of Austria, 
and Count Brandenburg on the part of Prossia, 
respecting the present critical state of affairs in 
Germany. 

From France the advices are that in connec- 
tion with the conspiracy at Lyons several war- 
rants have been issued against persons of note, 
and that important papers have been seized. 

Upon the Holstein question, the King of 
Prussia has expressed himself ready to do all 
that may not be incompatible with his own hon- 
or, and the interests of Germany. 

The dissention which existed between Gen. 
d’Hautpoul, as Minister of War, and General 
Changatnier, as Commander-in-Chief, is not re- 
moved by the appointment of General Schramm 
to the vacant office, who insists that General 
Changarnier bolds subordinate authority to him- 
self as Minister, and that he will not recognise 
any decree that the commander-in-chief may is- 
sue, unless it first receives bis approval. He 
has threatened a general officer with dismissal 
from the command of a garrison for having obey- 
ed an order of the commander-in-chief, which 
had not first obtained his sanction as Minister of 

ar. 

Gen. Schramm and Gen. Changarnier are 
therefore no more likely to act together ina 
friendly manner than did Gen. C. and the late 
Minister (Gen. d’Hautpoul.) Gen, Changar- 
nier has threatened to resign, but has been pre- 
vailed upon by his friends to wait until the As- 
sembly meets.

Jupce Witve—Resolutions of the Suffolk 
Bar, drawn up by Rufus Choate, passed on Sar 
urday in reference to the retirement of Justice 
Wilde, of the Supreme Court : 

Resolved, That the members of the Suffolk 
‘Bar have learaed with profoand regret, that the 
Hon. Samven Sumner Winpe, late a Justice of 
the Sepreme Judical Court gf Massachusetts, 
has tendered bis resignation of ‘the seat on that 
Bench, which he has occupied so long, with so 
much distinetion and so much usefulness. 

Resolved, That the judicial labors of Mr. 
Justice Wilde, extending with scarcely the in- 
dulgence of an absolute vocation, uver a period 
of more than 35 years, have been performed with 
adinirable faithtulness, and with conspicuous 
ability; and tha: they have contributed in an 
eminent degree to settle and enrich the juris- 
prudence of the Commonwealth ; to invest the 
supreme magistracy with respect, and the law 
with reverence ; to establish justice; restrain 
crime; aud ascertain, vindicate and assure the 
' civil rights and liberties of the peuple. 

Resolved, That in that review of his services, 
virtues, qualifications, and traits of personal and 
official character and mind to Which the occasion 
naturally turns our thoughts, we appreciate and 
‘record with special admirauon, his exact and 
deep knowledge of the common law of real pro- 
perty, the fruit of his earliest studies under our 
| greavest teachers of that learning : his later mas- 
| tery of the theory and practice of equity ; the ra- 
pidity as well as soundness of his perception of 
legal truth: the fidelity, quickness, and capa- 
ciousness of his memury ; the sagacity, firmness 
and kindness of heart, the habits of despatch, and 
the instantaneous command of the law both of 
evidence and of principles with which he presi- 
ded over the trial by jury ; his absolute and re- 
markable impartiality towards all the practisers 
before him, too just, and too manly for antipa- 
thies or favoritism ; and to sum up all, his devo- 
tiou toevery duty of h's office which seemed to, 
gain strength to the last hour of his judicial life, 
/and to which all his tastes, and all his enjoy- 
| ments were kept ever subordinate. 

Resolved, That we see him retire from our 
presence with emotions of filial love, sorrow, and 
esteem ; that we recall with deepest sensibility 
the long series of his kindnesses by which our 
inexperience was assisted and our emulation of 
youthful distinction called forth ; and that we 
would now convey to him with our whole hearts 
ovr most earnest wishes that his virtuous and 
venerable age may be prolonged and be happy ; 
that it may be soothed by the retrospect of a life 
of great duties well done; by the enjoyment of 
that pure and judicial fame which follows un- 
sought; by the assiduousness of kindred; by 
the amenities of letters ; and the consolations of 
religious faith. 

Resolved, That the Chairman and Secretary 
be reqested to communicate to him a copy of 
these resolutions, and of the proceedings of this 
meeting. 





Tue Government Survey in Uran, St. 
Louis, 13th. Capt. Stansbury of the ‘Topograph- 
ical Engineers, and party arrived last evening.

Upon the Holstein question, the King of 
Prussia has expressed himself ready to do all 
that may not be incompatible with his own hon- 
or, and the interests of Germany. 

The dissention which existed between Gen. 
d'Tlautpoul, as Minister of War, and General 
Changartnier, as Commander-in-Chief, is not re- 
moved by the appointment of General Schramm 
to the vacaat office, who insists that General 
Changarnier holds subordinate authority to him- 
self as Minister, and that he will not recognise 
any decree that the commander-in-chief may is- 
sue, unless it first receives bis approval. He 
has threatened a general officer with dismissal 
from the command of a garrison for having obey- 
ed an order of the commander-in-chief, which

The following extract of a let- 
ter from an intelligent gentleman of this city, 
now in California has been handed to us for pub- 
heation. 

** San Francisco, September 25. 1 have just 
returned from the mines having been absent 
four weeks. IT have seen the washings and the 
quartz. The whole thing is a delusion. ‘The 
miners have never paid the outfit and never 
will 

‘Taking one man with another, and one day 
with another, afier having visited the most of 
the best mines, and looking at the waste and 
| loss of time necessarily contingent upon the 
business, the gold-washers have not earned $1, 
50 per day, and the average will from tis time 
forward diminish rapidly. 

Ihave also examined, with greatcare, the 
quartz mines. There have beea very few of 
them, the veins being very small—not over six 
feet in width. Of those veins there is only a 
very trifling portion which carries the gold in 
hithe seams, bulging out to 2, 3, or 4 or 6 inches 
in width, and thea called pockets. If the best 
mines discovered were given to me, and labor 
furuished at $1.50 per day, 1 should be un- 
willing to accept and work them, and | have re- 
ally great doubts whether they are superior to 
the Virginia and Georgia mines. The whole 
stories of Butler, King, Wright, and Fremont, 
are imventions or delusions. So tar from the 
quartzin any quantity being found worth one 
dollar per pound, 1 vbwk it will be difficult to 
find it im any quantity worth one cent per pound. 

I think you know me too well to think | would 
offer you any exaggeration of my opinion. I 
have but a few minutes to write, and | am oblig- 
ed to give you the summing up of my opinions.

The Central Authority of the United States 
for the Industrial Exhibition to be held in London, 
in May, 1851, issued in June last, to the Gover- 
nors vf the different States and Teritories, a for- 
mal request that they would appoint a local Com- 
mittee fur their respective States, in order that 
the citizens th f might p every faciluy 
for the representation of their various producis 
at this exhibition of the Industry, Genius, and 
Skill of all Nations. 

In conformity with this request, the Executive 
Committee has been advised of the appointment 
of Committees to act in behalf of the citizens of 
the following States, viz: Maine, Rhode Island, 
New York, New Jersey, Missisisppi, Illinois, 
Maryland, Missouri, South Carolina, Alabama, 
New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Ohio, 
and Indiana. 

As it is supposed that citizens of States which 
have not, through their Governors, respomded to 
the request, would be disappointed on discover- 
ing, when too late to be remedied, that their pro- 
ductions were to be precluded appearing at an 
exhibition from which they had, perhaps, antici- 
pated great advantages, the Executive Committee 
is induced to make another call upon these Siates 
through their Chief Executive Officers. ‘The ar- 
ticles must be shipped in time to reach London 
prior to the first day of March, subsequent to 
which they cannot be admitted to the exhibiiou; 
therefore the Executrve Committee is impelled 
earnestly to solicit the earliest aitention to the 
subject. 

‘lhe Commissioners in London have apprupriat- 
ed to the whole United States 85,000 square feet 
of space, of which the one-half is to be occupied 
by passages. to distribute or assign this ground 
to the several States in proportion to their area 
or population, would unquestionably lead to a 
very unequal distribution in prupertion to the ac- 
tual demands of each — giving to one State a 
great excess of space, such as would be found 
entirely unnecessary for the exhibition of its pro- 
ductions, while that assigned to another would be 
so circumscribed as to require, perhaps, the re- 
jection of articles of value and interest. It is, 
therefore, of the first importance, that each State 
furnish, as early as possible, an estimate of the 
amount of space it will be able creditably to fill ; 
recollecting that the character of the articies rath- 
er than the quantity should be cousidered. 

To those States which make no report through 
their Committees, before the Ist ot December, 
specifying the amount of space required, no al- 
lotment will be made, but the entire amount will 
be immediately assigned to those which may have 
made report in proportion to the requirements of 
each, and publication thereof be made according- 
ly. 

” To these regulations, required by existing cir- 
cumstances, attention is respectfully solicited by 
the Executive Committee. 

The Committee is highly gratified in being 
able to state, that such assurance has been receiv- 
ed from the President of the United States, and 
the Secretary of the Navy, as to justify the ex- 
pectation that a public vessel will be commission- 
ed to convey to London all articles (destined for 
the exhibition) which may be approved by the 
Central Authority.

- BIOGRAPHICAL. 


Died in Medfield, Mass. October 18th, Rev. 
Danie. C. Sanvers, D.D., aged 82. On the 
day of his death, at two o'clock he went out ap- 
parently in his usual health, and on his return, 
at his house gate, he fell and was dead! The 
next Sunday, his funeral was attended at the 
Unitarian Charch, by a pumber of the clergy- 
men of the neighboring towas, his relatives, 
triends, and people of the vicinity. The house 
was filled to overflowing, and the exercises were 
impressive and solemn. 

dr. Sanders was born in Sturbridge, Mass. 
3d. day of May,.1768. His father was Michael 
Sanders, son of Daniel Sanders ; and his mother 
was Azubah, daughter of Moses Clark, both re- 
sidents of Sturbridge before marriage, but both 
of his parents, as well as grand parents, origin- 
ated in Medfield. His father died of consump- 
tion in 1773, and his mother married Capt. Eb- 
enezer Fisher of Needham, May 7th, 1775, at 
which time he removed to that town He was 
fitted tor college by Rev. Samuel West, D.D. 
then of Needham, bat afterwards pasior of Ho!- 
lis Sueet Church, Boston. He was admitted 
into Harvard College in 1784, and took his de- 
gree in 1788. He was made precepter of Cam- 
vridge town @irammar School, and was a resident 
in College. He studied theology one year with 
the late Rev. Thomas Prentiss, D.D. of Med- 
field, was baptized by him and adinitted to com- 
munton 20th September, 1789. He was licensed 
to preach by the Dedham Association in 1790, 
and his first day’s preaching was at Medfield. He 
took his Master's degree at Harvard College 
while preaching at Cambridge, in 1791. He was 
ordained at Vergennes, Vt. June 12th, 1794, and 
there married Miss Nancy Fitch, 3d. daughter of 
Dr. Jabez Fitch, formerly of Canterbury, Ct. 

In 1798, he preached the Vermont Election 
Sermon. At his request he was dismissed from 
the charch at Vergennes in 1799, and immedi- 
ately went to Burlington to preach. He was unan- 
imously elected President of the University of 
Vermont, 17th October, 1800. In 1809, the hon- 
orary degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred 
on him, by his alma mater, Harvard University. 
In 1812 he was elected an honory member of the 
Society in Boston “for promoting Christian 
Knowledge, Piety and Charity ;”’ and in 1513 
was made a member of “* the American Auti- 
quarian Society." , 

On the 24th day of March 1814, the American 
troops, uader Gen. Wade Hampton, took pos- 
session of the College buildings, and the course 
{ instruction was entirely suspended. His con- 
nection with the college was then dissolved. In 
the autumn, he went to Boston, and was sooh 
invited to Medfield, where he was settled May 
24th, 1815. Here he continued his pastoral re- 
lation with the charch and peuple there, until the 
17th day of May 1829, when, owing to divisions 
among his people in regard to religious creeds, 
whieh more or less affected all the towns in New 
England, he was dismissed. He never settled 
again as a pastor over any church. The last 
public discourse he delivered, was on the 30th 
day of April 1848 at Sherburne, which was an 
Eulogy on the death of Joha Quincy Adams. 
‘The same discourse had previously been delivered 
in Medfield, by appointment. His wife died on 
the 9h day of August last, aged 82. His eldest 
daughter, and only son died some years previous.

calculated to dispel them. During the revolu- 
tion even those Magyars ‘most inclined 10 rho- 
dumontade never attempted to estimate their race 
at more than about 8,000,000; but since Gov- 
ernment has shown its intention to persist in re- 
ducing Hungary to a common Austrian province, 
things have materially changed, for the ceusus 
shows a Magyar population of between 11,000,- 
000 and 12,000,000, Now, as this is the sum 
total of the population of Hungary, it is evident 
that all the different races, laying aside their an- 
cient jealousies, have made themselves Magyars 
for the nonce, in order to show their determina- 
tion not to Jose that self-government which Hun- 
gary has so long enjoyed. The less headstrong 
politicians on ether side are happily no longer 
blind to the fact that, if a compromise be not ef- 
fected, the Hungarian nobility will be reduced to 
the same position as the Polish. Preparations 
for emigration, that js, as far as Kossuth’s 
partizan’s are concerned, are already being 
made. John Pragy, formerly General-Adjutant 
to the Hungarian agitator, is about to found a 
great colony in Texas. He has presented a pe- 
tition, which has been well received, to the Ad- 
ministration of the State in question. The pro- 
posal made is, that every Hungarian who may 
arrive before 1862 shall receive a certain allot- 
ment of land in some appointed district at a low 
fixed price, which is to be paid to the state with- 
in ten years. The colony is to be named a‘ter 
Kossuth, who, in case of his arrival, is to be en- 
titled to tour such allotments of land on similar 
conditions. 

The Austrian Government is once more dis- 
quieted on the question of the Hungarian refu- 
geesin Turkey. The Porte has resolved to shel- 
ter them no longer, but to give them their pass- 
ports. ‘The Austrian Ambassador in Constan- 
tnople, therefore, renewed his representations, 
and insists, as before, that Austria has a right 
to demand their being delivered up. According 
to the Pesth Morgenhlatt, the former Hungarian 
Minister of War, Messares, is in ‘Turkey, in 
very distressed circumstances.”’ 





A Crerican Comsat. The wazette Popolari 
of Cagliari, dated 22d ult., contains an account 
of a curious combat between two priests, in the 
sarcisty oi the chureh of Itiri. They had been 
opposed to each other in the communal elec- 
tions. ‘The elder priest was aged seventy, and 
the younger thirty. ‘The batile commenced by 
the elder, administering two blows, which 
were quickly returned by the younger, who was 
straightway knocked down for his pains. The 
old one, being resolved not to lose the advantage 
he had gained, seized a heavy crucifix, and would 
have finished the battle and his antagonist at the 
same time, had not the sexton and others came 
to the rescue. The younger one, thus released, 
hastily pronounced an excommunication against 
his too skilful and vigorous opponent, from 
which it will require the power of Rome to re- 
lease him, while in the meantime he is suspend- 
ed by the bishop.

TOTAL ECLIPSE OF THE SUN AT. 
SANDWICH ISLANDS. 


Oa Tuesday, of this week, preparations began 
to be made for witnessing this rare phenomenon 
in Honolulu. At first, 1t was talked about rath- 
er wonderingly by children and natives, who 
cannot divest themselves of many lingering su- 
perstitions in regard to it. At length, towards 
evening, but litle else was heard among all 
classes ; and after the sun had sunk to his accus- 
tomed couch in the west, preparations began In 
earnest, and broken glass, green spectacles, etc., 
suddenly assumed an upward tendency in the 
market. Bottles were broken, and the clear, 
smouth pieces carefully put away for the mor- 
row's campaign. ‘The stars were scrutinized 
with unwonted devotion; constellations traced 
out, and Venus and Jupiter, as they sunk to- 
gether below the western horizon, were regard- 
ed with peculiar interest, as it was supposed wey 
would be agaiu visible on the morrow, in the 
east, at the time of the eclipse. 

Wednesday morning opened with a dease 
bank of clouds lying along the mountain range 
to the eastward of the town, and a drizzling, 
rainy mist threatened to spol the expected ob- 
servations, which it certainly would, had the 
eclipse happened before eight o'clock. But to- 
wards nine, the sun rose above, it and the fleeey 
clouds began to fly off befure his approach, oc- 
casionally obscuring his glory, and thrustling 
themselves before him, with peculiar ubstrusive- 
ness. Anxieties and doubts were felt and ex- 
pressed in regard to the critical moments when, 
only, the grand phenomenon could be witnessed ; 
and when the morning breeze set in, and drove 
up the clouds in the wake of the sun, it began to 
be a matter of perplexing uncertainty whether, 
after all, the cup of enjoyment was not to be 
dashed, just as it was raised to the eager lips. 
But soon all doubts were removed, and the sun 
rose triumphantly and unobserved above the 
clouds, and at the expected moment the eclipse 
commenced, and a most splendid sight it was 
Gliding up noiselessly, but with an unerring 
motion, the sun passed behind the moon, and in 
79 minutes was totally eclipsed. Asthe obscur- 
ity increased, the light became dim, and a feel- 
ing of awe seemed to pervade the minds of all. 
Opjects near and at a distance, stood out with a 
marvetious distinctness; and when the last ray 
was obstructed. a shout rose from the multitude 
of spectators, which made the welkin ring. 

For 16 minutes before and afier the eclipse 
was total, Venus became visthle ; and for sev- 
eral minutes Jupiter glimmered in the twilight, 
close by her side. During the total obscuration, 
ten stars in different parts of the heavens, shone 
out distinctly. but were all quickly lost, when 
the rays of the sun were again released. The 
light was greater at the darkest period, than the 
brightest moonhght, and the outline of the Wai- 
anae mountains, 25 miles distant, could be dis- 
unetly seen. The shops were lighted for a few 
moments, but the interest in the eclipse was so 
universal and intense, that we doubt if much 
was bought during the six minutes the total 
eclipse lasted. 

Nothing could be more satisfactory than this 
opportunity to observe a phenomenon so rarely 
witnessed. Not a cloud intervened, to obstruct 
the vision in Honolula; but while the atmos- 
phere was clear in town, we noticed frequently 
the shadow of a dense cloud passing over the 
valley of Nuvanu, where many were noting the 
progress of ihe eclipse. 

During the total eclipse, the air was chilly 
like that of a coul, damp evening, but this state 
of the atmosphere soon changed upon the re-ap- 
pearance of the sun. 

We conclude by alluding to the superstilion 
of the nation on the subject of eclipses. From 
time immemorial they have associated an eclipse 
of either the sun or the moon, with the death of 
their chiefs, and readily allude to them as hav- 
ing happened in conjunction. In regard to the 
one above noticed, they are not entirely free 
from their old opinions ; though the better in- 


in reality. We are happy to know that consid- 
erable extra influence has been employed to ex- 
plain the reason of eclipses, and that they could 
be calculated with certainty for periods in the 
future, exceeding the life-time of the oldest men. 
These explanstions have had a beneficial effect 
in eradicating the superstition of many, but oth- 
ers are still faithless. Even bot the day before 


the eclipse. a native told us he was utterly faith- 
jess In Tegara to its CecurriNg at all, and Md not 


believe such things could possibly be mathemat- 
ically demonstrated. We have not seen him 
since, but it would have afforded us much satis- 
faction could we have known the operations of 
his mind as the eclipse commenced, progressed 
and passed off, precisely as he was told it would, 
but which he had no faith in. We hope this 
demonstration of the precision of science in cal- 
culating eclipses, and the perfection with which 
the works of the Creator are conducted, will 
tend to establish in the minds of the doubting 
natives the superiority of knowledge over igno- 
rance, and to elevate their ideas of the character 
of that God whose attributes are, on occasions 
like the one noticed above, so clearly revealed to 
the universe. [Polynesian, Aug. 10th, 1850.

Tue OLvest Souprer 1x Tare Worty.—John 
Kolombeski was born at Oswowa, in Poland, 
on the first of March, 1780, and is now 120 
years old. He entered the French army as a 
volunteer in 1774, being then a promising youth 
of 44. He became a corporal in 1790, at the 
age of 60. He was in all the republican and im- 
perial campaigns, and in 1808 was received in 
the 3d regiment ef the Vistula. In 1814 he 
was wounded and sent to the hospital at Poi- 
tiers, which he soon after left, to be placed in 
the second regiment of light infantry. He soon 
after became an officer,and in 1840,at the age of 
116, was enrolled among the veterans of the Sth 
company. 

This most extraordinary instance of longevity 
ever seen in the French army is now upwards 
of one hundred and twenty, A served seventy- 
five years, and been in twenty-nine campaigns. 
He enjoys excellent health, is rather strong, 
very well built, and does not look fourscore. 
Louis Philippe, in one of his travels, fell in 
with his company at Dreux, and saw the old sol- 
dier on duty. Heealled him up to bim, and 
taking his own cross off his breast, fastened it 
on the soldier's, 

Kolombeski received a pension on the 18th 
of May, 1850, and the minister authorized his 
admission into the hotel of the Invalids.
